Forces 
move on

Magazine claims Agnew will be indicted 


PHNOM PENH (UPI) - Large 
insurgent 
forces 
began 
moving 
today toward two provincial capitals 
and 
terrorist 
bombings 
inside 
Phnom 
Penh coupled with new 
fighting outside the city signaled the 
apparent start of the long-feared 
rebel offensive in the country. 
Military sources said three rebel 
regiments totaling 
roughly 4,500 
men have approached to within six 
miles of Kompong Cham on the 
Mekong River 50 miles northeast of 
Phnom Penh. 
Kompong Cham is Cambodia’s 
third major city after Phnom Penh 
and 
Battambang. 
Its 
prewar 
population of 30,000 has swelled to 
double or triple that number with 
the influx of refugees. 
Near Kompong Speu, 30 miles 
southwest of the capital, a company 
of about 100 government troops 
three miles north of town was 
reported under attack by about 300 
rebels 
led 
by 
a 
Hanoi-trained 
Cambodian rebel named Chau Sary, 
military sources said. 
Government 
armored 
vehicles 
were en route from Phnom Penh to 
the battle site near Kompong Speu, 
the sources said. 
Three terrorist bombings Sunday 
hit crowded downtown Phnom Penh, 
quiet since last week’s U.S. bomb 
halt, and field reports said fresh 
fighting broke out when a battalion 
of guerrilla troops advanced to 
within five miles of the capital. The 
situation raised fears the rebel drive 
to take the city appeared under way. 
The bomb blasts, which killed four 
persons and wounded 64 others, 
were the first insurgent raids within 
the Cambodian capital since the 
United States ended its 4V2-year air 
war over the country Wednesday.

neither 
Kampong 
Cham 
nor 
Kompong 
Speu 
appeared 
in 
immediate 
danger 
of 
capture 
despite the large insurgent forces 
threatening the provincial capitals. 
Other provincial towns around the 
country have been encircled by 
rebel soldiers for months, but since 
Wednesday’s bomb halt there has 
been no reported insurgent attempt 
to overrun them.

troops fired 100 rounds of 105 mm 
cannon 
shells 
into 
the 
jungles 
around Lake Bang Angkanh, five 
miles south of Phnom Penh, in a 
drive to halt the advancing rebel 
battalion.

Plot to overthrow Laos crushed 


VIENTIANE, Laos (UPI) - The 
Laotian 
government 
announced 
tonight it had crushed a right-wing 
plot to overthrow Prince Souvanna 
Phouma and that the leader of the 
plot, former Brig. Gen Thao Ma, 
was captured and executed by loyal 
troops who shot down his plane. 
A 
communique 
issued 
tonight 
implicated Gen. Phoumi Nosavan, 
the onetime army leader who seized 
control of Laos in 1960 but was in 
turn ousted by paratroop Capt. Kong 
Le, who restored Souvanna to the 
premiership. Those events set off 
such political turmoil it took the 1961 
Geneva .conference to restore order 
—temporarily. 


Ma was long a member of the 
neutralist faction in Laos, bitterly 
anti-Communist and sometime anti- 
rightwing as well. He struck today 


apparently in belief Souvanna was 
giving 
too 
much 
away 
to 
the 
Communist Pathet Lao in a recently 
completed peace agreement. He led 
an attempted coup in 1966 that was 
almost a duplicate of the one that 
failed today. 


Souvanna went on the air less than 
seven hours after the rebels struck 
across the Mekong 
River from 
Thailand and told the nation the bid 
to overthrow him had failed. The

Serious outbreak of forest fires 


United Press International 
An army of nearly 10,00() firefighters today battled the 
worst outbreak of forest fires in the Western states in 
decades, but officials said the situation was improving 
Of 35 major forest and brush 1 ires that broke out in eight 
Western states and Canada since last Wednesday, only 11 
were reported still out of control 
At least 110,000 acres of timber and grasslands has so far 
been burned and authorities estimated damage at more 
than $60 million. 
“ Most fire managers in the Northwest feel this is the 
worst season ever," said John Hafterson, head of the 
National Interagency Fire Center in Boise, Idaho 
Hafterson said 80 per cent of the federal firefighting 
forces had been brought into the battle against the flames. 
Dozens of commercial airliners and Air Force C130 
Hercules transport planes shuttled the men in from nearly 
every state in the union. 
Forest fires still burned out of control in Northern 
California, Oregon, Nevada, Idaho and Montana. Earlier 
blazes in Washington, Utah and Wyoming were reported 
controlled 


About 6,500 firefighters were actually on the lire lines, 
with another 2,500 men in support crews. Another 300 were 
on the way from the Eastern United States plus 300 more 
from Alaska. 
One fire in western Montana at Caribou Ridge burned 
2,000 acres in the Kootenai National Forest, then leaped the 
border into Canada where it burned 6,000 acres before being 
contained. 
National Guard troops backed up firefighters on lines in 
Oregon and Idaho. 
Helicopters with huge buckets slung over them scooped 
25C*gallon loads of water Irom rivers to pour on the flames. 
Fleets of World War II bombers flew almost treetop to 
drop chemical retardants on the flames. Two of them 
crashed during the weekend in California, but no one was 
injured 
An experimental Air Force C130, a giant cargo plane that 
was the backbone of troop transport in Indochina, was used 
for the first time to drop retardants on fires in Montana. 


A 2,200 acre blaze was “ burning like oil” in steep rugged 
country on the Oregon side of Hells Canyon.

The investigating policeman, Bill Calton, 
testified that Kennedy said “ the accident 
was entirely his fault

accompanied to a crowded District Court 
courtroom by his mother Ethel and his 
uncle, Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass. 
Judge George Anastas, counsel for the 
late Sen 
Joseph McCarthy during the 
Senate McCarthy hearings of the early 
1950s. presided over both the arraignment 
and trial. 


One of Kennedy’s two lawyers, Wayne 
Holmes, tried to establish that the accident 
occurred when Kennedy swerved to avoid a 
collision with a car driven by Merrill 
Lingsay. 


Kennedy, his brother David, 18. and live 
other persons were in a jeep which 
overturned one week ago at an intersection 
on this resort island.

E.G. Waters 
Finch's fate 


Only tim e will tell but the speculation is that Robert H. 
Finch m ade the political faux pas of his ca re e r when he 
resigned as Lieutenant Governor back in 1969 
He was at the peak of his career. Running for the second 
spot on the 1966 ticket with Ronald Reagan, he em erged as 
the most popular candidate in that election Not only did he 
outdistance Reagan, he scored the biggest total vote ever 
c ast for a Republican candidate in the state 
It was because of this that Reagan s coterie viewed him 
as a potential threat. For Finch had m aintained a m ore 
m oderate 
political 
posture, 
something 
which 
the 
conservative Reagan has gradually and quietly shifted 
m ore nearly to 
Although born in Arizona, Finch had grown up in 
Southern California He enlisted in the M arines in WW II 
and w as recalled for Korea, achieving officer rank. He 
studied at USC and entered law practice, later becoming 
active in politics He served as cam paign chairm an for U.S. 
Senator G eorge Murphy and President Nixon 
It was this close relationship with Nixon which resulted 
in Finch forsaking his elective office to accept the cabinet 
position of Health W elfare Secretary 
Subsequently he 
resigned that position to become a White House advisor in 
June of 1970 and has since left to return to California 
It is the return which prom pts the speculations. For 
Finch has m ade no secrets of his am bitions for more public 
service in elective office He aspired to succeed Senator 
Murphy in 1970 but was frustrated in that goal when 
Murphy refused to step aside 
“ You c a n ’t run against an incumbent in your own p a rty ,” 
Finch sighed 
Murphy, despite his surprising victory in 
1964, was defeated in his re-election bid by Congressman 
JohnTunney. 
Finch now is eyeing one of two possibilities, that of 
seeking the office of governor or making the race against 
Senator Alan Cranston 
He, like others betore him however, is learning just how 
fickle California voters can be It just isn’t a question of 
being “ out of sight, out of m ind” . 
Cranston, who was elected overwhelmingly as State 
Controller, was shot down in a prim ary race for the U.S. 
Senate by Presidential pre s secretary P ierre Salinger, 
who in turn was trounced by Murphy. Four years later 
Cranston cam e back to hand Dr Max Rafferty, who had 
unseated Senator Thom as Kuchel in the prim ary, a sound 
thumping. 
Though to be an “ easy m ark 
ne.4 tim e around. Cranston 
has worked hard and appears to be solidly entrenched for 
the 1974 campaign. This appraisal of his chances for re- 
election has served to discourage m any a would be 
opponent, possibly including Reagan who. at one tim e was 
rum ored as a potential candidate for the seat 
But F in c h ’s options are limited Obviously he doesn t 
want to run again for the job he quit even though his 
successor, Ed Reinecke. says he will not run again 
This leaves only the office of governor But the field is 
already crowded with Republican hopefuls. Not only is 
Reinecke out for the job but Attorney G eneral Evelle 
Younger and State Controller Houston Flournoy are both 
building funds and cam paign organizations And. of course. 
Reagan continues to be a real possibility despite his 
constant denials to seek a third term 
All of these factors put Finch in the position of an 
unwanted prodigal who returns to the scene of his form er 
successes only to find tim e has worked against him 
Undoubtedly he had planned on strong support from his 
friend in the White House But events have sapped Nixon s 
influence and the am ount of help he could now give is 
questionable If Finch can regain his earlier popularity he 
would be a form idable candidate

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A story carried Thursday by 
UPI concerning a woman transferred from a devout 
mother to a promiscuous woman after suffering burns in a 
sauna bath incorrectly described a former plaintiff in 
another damage suit as a nymphomaniac. 
The story concerned an Anaheim woman who filed suit 
saying she suffered emotional problems after she was 
trapped and burned in a health spa sauna bath. A doctor 
testified that since suffering the burns the plaintiff 
developed “ sex feelings for strangers, and those feelings 
often took control” when she met men in bars. 
The story also referred to a previous San Francisco 
lawsuit filed by Miss Gloria Sykes who was injured in a 
cable car accident. 
Miss Sykes was awarded a judgment in 1970 in her suit on 
testimony 
the 
injuries 
suffered 
caused 
emotional 
disturbances. The UPI story incorrectly used the phase 
‘‘insatiable nymphomaniac" in reference to Miss Sykes. 
Testimony on Miss Sykes’ suit said the accident had left 
her with “ an insatiable need for affection which has led into 
numerous guilt ridden affairs" in testimony, however, she 
denied she was a nymphomaniac. 


Convicted of 10 murders 


SANTA CRUZ, Calif. (UPI) - Herbert V. Mullin, 26. a 
high school honor student who turned to drugs and 
mysticism and believed murder was an “ act of love," stood 
up calmly to be manacled Sunday after a jury pronounced 
him guilty of 10 slayings. 
Defense attorney James Jackson termed the verdict, 
which came after 14 V2 hours of deliberations, “ as insane as 
Mullin is.” 
. Mullin,-wearing an orange prison jumpsuit, said nothing 
and was led quietly to his jail cell to await a Sept. 18 
sentencing on the findings of two counts of first degree 
murder and eight of second degree murder. 
“ What was in their minds was fear,” Jackson said of the 
six-man, six-woman jury. “ They were afraid he was going 
to get out and kill somebody—which is not an unreasonable 
consideration.” 
Mullin admitted slaying 13 persons in a three-week period 
during which he received “ telepathic messages” that the 
killings were needed as “ human sacrifices” to prevent a 
cataclysmic earthquake in California. He was charged with 
10 murders and entered an insanity plea. 


Public hearing on capitol 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) —The Assembly Rules Committee 
today conducts its first public hearing on whether the 
golden-domed Capitol, the seat of state government for 104 
years, should be abandoned in favor of a new legislative 
office building. 
The committee was scheduled to begin discussion of a 
Democratic-sponsored bill by Assemblyman Willie L. 
Brown Jr. of San Francisco that calls for construction of a 
new legislative complex on a four-block downtown site. 
Opposition was expected from Republicans led by 
Assemblyman Robert Burke of Huntington Park and Sen. 
Robert Lagomarsino of Ojai, who want expansion of the 
current Capitol’s west wing instead of a modern new 
building. 
The two Republicans contend that the picturesque Capitol 
is the symbol of California government and the proper loca­ 
tion for the legislature. 
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McGovern said Sunday he 
believed 
it 
was 
“ premature" for anyone in 
Congress to be advocating 
impeachment at this time 
“ But ... if the President 
remains steadfast in his 
refusal to turn over the 
tapes, even if the courts 
hold 
that 
he 
has 
an 
obligation to do so. then the 
Congress will have no other 
recourse 
except 
to give 
serious 
consideration 
to 
impeachment 
McGovern said that when 
Ni xon 
withheld 
the 
recordings 
and 
other 
material he made it “ very 
hard for us to accept the 
argument that he advises 
that he had nothing to do 
either with the cover-up of 
the Watergate incident or 
its original planning. 
Oral arguments are sche­ 
duled in federal court here 
Wednesday 
by 
attorneys 
representing the President 
and 
Special 
Prosecutor 
Archibald 
Cox 
in 
their 
dispute over disclosure of 
the tapes. 
A decision on whether 
Nixon must comply with 
Cox’s subpoenas for the 
recordings may come by the 
end of the week, but it is 
certain to be appealed

Japan Diary 


Editor s twte Here’s part IV in the continuing adventures ol the American wrestling 
and cultural exchange tour of Japan, featuring Lompocans Dave Long (coach 1. Tuffy 
Grossi and Benje Williams t wrestlers i Edited by the Record sports dept 
While the 'Americans no doubt expected to be treated courteously by 
their Japanese hosts, they w ere probably not fully prepared for the 
bright red carpet that’s been laid at their feet. 
As Long explains: “ Even though we are a sm all group of athletes, 
not what you would call fam ous by any m eans, we are treated just as if 
we w ere the Olym pic team 
“ They have parties for us every single night. It m ay sound funny, 
but the way to show the Japanese people you’re having a good tim e is 
to be loud, to laugh, to w restle if they want to — we arm wrestled at 
the party last night.” 
The parties are all sim ilar. They start about 7 p m 
with the 
w restlers drinking Coke and the coaches drinking beer. After about an 
hour and a half, the w restlers leave with their hosts, and the coaches 
are taken to another party After som e m ore beer, the coaches split up 
and are often taken to nightclubs by their hosts. 
“ We should have gone into training for th is,” said Long 
‘The 
coaches have had to consum e considerable am ounts of alcoholic 
beverages. It’s not that they’re trying to get us drunk, but to them 
drinking IS an extrem ely enjoyable social custom I literally have not 
been able to set m y glass down for a second without having it 
refilled” 
Long em phasized that, in spite of the abundance of liquor, there 
have been no em barrassing incidents 
On the contrary, everyone 
seem s to be getting along fam ously. 
“ We’re starting to really learn som e of the custom s and social 
habits,” said the Cabrillo coach 
The A m ericans have learned that the Laguna Province, in which 
they have stayt*d the first w eek, is off the beaten tourist path Thu.s. 
the people get little chance to see Caucasian A m ericans

Financial planning 


The celebrated tax reform measure 
which was passed by the Legislature (SB 
90) and signed into law puts a ceiling on 
local government expenditures which can 
be lifted only by a vote of the electorate. 
What this simply means is that in future 
years the County government can be faced 
with financial requirements that exceed 
the maximum allowable property tax. 
Paul 
E. 
Floyd, 
County 
auditor- 
controller, in a report to the Board of 
Supervisors, 
states that the resulting 
solution must be well planned alternatives, 
worked 
out 
in 
advance 
of 
budget 
hearings.” 
He states that if the County is to meet 
the increasing public demand for services 
without available tax revenues to fund 
such increased services without a vote of 
the people, then there are only two 
alternatives for providing the services. 


The first would be to become more cost 
conscious and provide an increased level 
of service without increasing costs; the 
second would be to focus on other revenue. 
Floyd suggests that financial planning 
should be in terms of five year periods 
instead of one year periods so that needed 
tax revenues can be minimized and yet 
provide a high level of quality service. 


His press release states that ‘‘financial 
planning should also take a turn away from 
the programmatic approach to that of 
projecting available financing and then 
planning budgets and operations within the 
constraints of predetermined resources.” 


Translated, this means you spend what 
you have and you don’t spend what you 
don’t have. 
Frankly, that is the whole intention of 
the tax reform legislation.

Before 
the 
Nixon “ strict 
constructionist” justices the issue 
came to a sharp and dramatic focus. 
While the principals were far less 
important the legal question was 
identical.

Adam Clayton 
Powell brought suit against the

denying him his seat on the grounds 
of misconduct. The opinions written 
in that highly significant case are 
being closely studied today. 


Federal District Judge George L 
Hart who heard the case held that to

Representatives In the last opinion 
he was to write, one of the longest 
opinions of his career, retiring Chief 
Justice Earl Warren found against 
the lower courts. He rejected the 
concept 
of 
a 
“ potentially 
embarrassing 
confrontation 
between coordinate branches of 
government” since no more was 
required “than an interpretation of 
the constitution.” 
“Our 
system 
of 
government 
requires that federal courts on 
occasion interpret the constitution 


in a manner at variance with the 
construction given the document by 
another branch. The alleged conflict , 
that such an adjudication may cause ^ 
cannot justify the courts’ avoiding . 
their constitutional responsibility.” 
Only 
Justice 
Potter 
Stewart,; 
dissented and that was on the 
ground the case was moot since 
Powell had taken his seat in the 
House as the result of a subsequent 
election. 
Warren’s 
position 
in * 
earlier cases had been frequently 
challenged by the late Justice Felix 
Frankfurter, who argued that the 
court was reaching political rather 
than judicial decisions. This was the 
substance of the popular outcry 
against Warren which in some . 
southern states reached a point of 
billboards 
calling 
for 
his 
impeachment. 
Things are very different today. 
On the Supreme Court are four 
t h e o r e t i c a l l y 
“ s t r i c t 
constructionists” 
appointed 
by 
President Nixon. If the President’s 
counsel 
argues 
the 
“political 
question” detour they will be put to 
a test of their strictness. The 
outcome is unpredictable and so is 
the public reaction to the burial of 
the constitutional crisis with the 
tapes safe in the White House from 
any scrutiny.

MEXICO CITY — It commands 
you in a rush of impressions: the 
cacaphonous jumble of cars and 
buildings on the way in from the 
airport

more majestically beautiful than 
the Champs Elysses in Paris; the 
Plaza of the Constitution, so vast

cathedral,

On some streets, Mexico’s fathers 
and heroes, and some scoundrels, 
confront you in bronze, almost all of 
them in some ways tragic figures 
from this vantage point in history, 
and deep tree-lined perspectives 
open. Others are packed with a 
million signs, cars, balconies, shops, 
newspapers stands and the flows of 
laughing, arguing, eating, selling, 
buying, smiling, living people. You 
make your way through all of this, 
shunning the plastic encasement of 
the tourist buses and not caring now 
where you are going. You tear your 
eye from the city’s visual feast to 
check out the sidewalk before you 
plant your foot in another hole and 
then glance ahead at the person with 


whom you are about to collide. 
There 
is one, and one only, 
effective rule of traffic here — the 
pedestrian 
watches 
where 
he’s 
going. Vehicles careen around blind 
corners at speeds which would 
qualify at the most of the American 
stock car events and the man or 
woman afoot is always expected to 
cast the last minute glance over his 
or her shoulder at the taxi closing 
from behind at turnpike velocity. 
Cars stop at 
the 
red 
lights 
generally but this usually only 
means that a new heat will be 
breaking off the line at you from 
another 
cross 
street 
direction. 
Approaching some parts of the 
Avenue Juarez on foot through the 
circular traffic mazes ringing that 
boulevard’s 
ample 
lawns 
can 
amount to an involved problem in 
plane geometry spiced with all the 
drama and potential for tragedy of 
the bull ring.

George Moscone, 
Mayor Alioto of San Francisco, 
Congressman Jerome Waldie, plus 
all the other GOP candidates who 
want the job 
Industrialist Norton Simon tried 
to capture the GOP U.S. Senate 
nomination 
from 
Sen 
George 
Murphy three years ago, but all his 
money went for naught. Recently, 
Democratic staff consultants were 
sent into a political campaign in San 
Joaquin County and they tried to 
hide their identity under assumed 
names. They were on the state 
payroll. This Mickey Mouse action 
cost the Democrat a victory. 
A 
bill 
introduced 
into

legislature to provide a limited 
amount of public money to finance 


California 
election 
campaigns 
hasn’t seen the light of day, and 
probably won’t again until next 
year.
